| GERMANY. 

Viewna, Jovy 30.—It was yesterday notified by a 
Prociamation, that the enrolment of the Land Militia 
‘among the subjects of Lower Austria is finally com- 
pleted, more than the appointed number having been 
ulready raised by the voluntary zeal of all ranks of the 
people. The general amount of this levy, exclusive

An order -has been issued in 
the course of this month, in which it is directed that 
as a general embargo has becn imposed in the Uuited 
States, in consequence of which no vessel can sail from 
thence, no ship under the American flag shall be ad- 
mitted into any of the Austrian ports.

Eight thousand Poles are passing 
through from the army .in the North of Europe for 
France; and 12,000 conscripts are marching in this 
directiou from that country, to join the French army 
in Germany. In the course of the present month a 
body of French troops will form a camp of exercise in 
the vicinity of Hockheim. Among the troops of the 
neichbouridg Princes of thé League ofthe Rhine, va- 
rious movements are observed, the ultimate object of 
which is hitherto. unknown, . We particularly allude 
to the troops of Bavaria, Wirlemberg, and Baden. 
Our Jourvals contain the following article under the 
head Lyons:— — 

‘¢ Withina short time a great number of troops have 
passed this city for the easterly parts of France; they are 
io be embarked en the Rhone, and afterwards conveyed 
in carriages to Perpignan, wheace they will march to jom 
our army in Catalonia. More are expected here, and 
among others a part of the Paris Guards, From the 
northern partsof Italy French troops are likewise on thelr 
way for the same destination. We are assured that our 
arnty in Spain will be augmented to more, than 150,000 
men. The commotions in that kingdum are not yet ap- 
peased 3 but they are not dangeraus,; Our army will soon 
be sufficiently reinforced to occupy with strong bodies of 
troops the matipous provinces, - The insurgents are most 
numerous in Valencia and Murcia: but throughout Cata- 
lonia tranquillity is already restored,.

The week has been quite barren of news from Spain, 
Beyond the gratifying fact, which has been received 
by Government in a telegraphic communication from 
Plymouth, that the fiery Biscayans have at length 
joined their patriotic brethren against France, not a 
single piece of intelligence has been received from 
that Country. Whea Don Josera quitted Madrid, it. 
was said that he took the road to Burgos; if so, he

A private letter received from Holland says, war be- 
tween France and Austria is pow inevitable. 
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Dutch Papers arrived yesterday morning to the 
20th, and Moniteurs to the 17th; we had previously 
received later Duteh papers,—Whilst such important 
events are taking place in Europe—whilst every breeze 
that blows from Spain and Portugal brings intelligence 
of the highest moment, the Paris papers have all the

Avexanper of Russia, it is now said, views the 
conduct of France to Spain with dissatisfaction.

Even-Persia is said to be agitated by French in- 
trigue.

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‘cording to an article from Harwich, had been assured 


by Sir James, ‘ that unless the Spanish soldiers who 
had been disarmed, and were considered as prisoners 
of war, were delivered up, an immediate bombard- 
ment of the city should take place.”’—Another arti- 
cle says, that Bernaporre has been informed by our 
Admiral, ‘* that they must be considered and _ treated 
as prisoners of war until they are exchanged against 
an equal number of French prisoners .in Spain; and 
that any ill-treatment of them will be retaliated upon 
Duvowrt’s army.”

Bowararte has applied to the King of Sardinia, and 


to Mr. Hitz, his Majesty’s Envoy at Cagliari, for 


passports for himself and family to go to the United 
States of America. , 

From an official account of the glorious battle of 
Baylen, addressed by Gen. Repine to Gen. Castanos, 
is appears that in the action of the 17th the French 
Gen. Gosenr was killed; in that of the 19th, which 
produced the surrender of the whole of the enemy's 
army in Andalusia, Duronr and two other French 
Generals were wounded. The total number of the 
enemy, either-taken or made prisoners of war in that, 
quarter, amounted to 21,000 men. 

The Brest fleet attempted to’ escape from that port 
afew days ago. It stood out some distance from the 
land, but observing our. squadron, bearing down, it. 
made immediately for the outer road again. One of 
the frigates belonging ta it got on arock, and wasde- 
stroyed by the Minerva. The crew had previously 
quitted her. 

A dreadful mortality has raged oa board our home- 
ward-bound fleet during the whole Of their passage, 
and several ships belonging. to Bristol have been placed 
under strict quarantine. Capt. Bowrtr, of the Her- 
culesg fella victim to the disorder, with several of his 
crew, and many of the vessels have suffered consider- 
ably in the loss of their men.
